Bulgaria May be Content to Es 
tablish Winter Quarters and 
Await Peace Negotiations. 


DIPLOMATS ARE KEPT BUSY 


Judging toy all precedents in the 
present war, the news from Constan­ 
tinople tonight is the herald of an­ 
other Turkish defeat at the Tcha- 
talja lines, where a battle baa been 
proceeding for the last two or three 
days. 
The Turkish admission that 
so 
many wounded are arriving at the 
capital as to show that the Turks 
are offering 
fierce resistance, has 
great significance in view of the 
previous admissions of a similar na­ 
ture and may be regarded as pre­ 
paring the public mind for another; 
disappointment, 
lit may bo quite 
poseible that this will prove the last 
great battle of the campaign. 
There are indications that Jii>l- 
garia may, after ail, forego a tri­ 
umphal entry 
into Constantinople. 
According to some reports Bulgaria 
will be content with finding suitable 
winter quarters for her army while 
the peace negotiations are going on 
and subsequent settlements are be­ 
ing arranged 
The question of mediation has 
i>een made another step forward in 
an announcement from Paris tonight 
that the Austrian government has 
agreed to join with the other powers 
in transmitting Turkey's request for 
mediation to the allies and in in­ 
quiring on what terms the allies are 
disposed to accept mediation. 
The revelation of the danger to 
European peace lying in the antagon­ 
istic interests of Austria and Servia 
appears to have quickened the sense 
of the powers and protoably of the 
Balkan states also. to the impera­ 
tive need of working in amicable co­ 
operation to procure a settlement of 
the ^Balkan problems acceptable to 
all the parties concerned. 
There still is talk in Vienna of 
sending an ultimatum to Servia and 
other warlike leports, but it is be 
lleved Germany 
is 
exercising an 
ameliorating influence in the direc­ 
tion of -persuading both Austria and 
Servia to consent to a postponement 
of the settlement until the whole 
matter can !>e dealt with by the Eu 
ropean conference. 
Meanwhile diplomacy is active in 
all the European capitals. 
It is un 
derstood 
that 
after his important 
mission at Budapest is concluded Dr. 
Daneff, president of the ‘Bulgarian 
chamber of deputies will go to the 
other European courts to explain the 
views of the allies. 
The Servian pre 
oiler, .M. Paehitch, after an import 
ant cabinet meeting, left Belgrade 
tonight for Uskup to consult with 
King Peter on the situation. 
The reported mobilization of A us 
tro-Hu agrarian 
forces is denied at 
Budapest. 
Roumania, however, i 
taking certain 
military 
measures 
with a view to being prepared for 
eventualities. 
The war minister bas 
Issued an order to all the army 
corps that half the contingent which 
was to have been dismissed Novern 
ber 14th, is to 'be retained with the 
colors until fu rth er orders. 
No late news of importance has 
been received from Adrianople, (Scu­ 
tari or other points where the armies 
of the allies have the Turkish troops 
in close quarters.

curred among the refugees.

sance Friday 
afternoon 
disclosed 
strong Turkish forces occupying the 
heights of Aivatevo and Ho.

a desperate fight the following morn­ 
ing the Turks retreated toward Sal- 
onlki pursued by the Bulgars, who 
soon after were informed that rfal- 
oniiki had surrendered to the Greeks. 
But as the enemy who had oppos­ 
ed the Bulgarians had not capitulat­ 
ed, General Theolmroff ordered the 
forward movement removed.

resorting to use of nitro-glycerine 
which /he carried about on passenger 
trains by the dozens of quarts, Ortie 
E. McManigal relajtied at the “dyna­ 
mite conspiracy’’ trial today how he 
bad caused explosions at Cleveland, 
O,, Jersey City, N. J., Pittbugh, Pa., 
Omaha, Neb., and Superior, Wis. 
IHe named Peter J. Smith, Cleve­ 
land; 
George 
‘'Nipper’’ Anderson, 
Cleveland; Charles Wadhmeister, De­ 
troit; Fred Mooney, Duluth, Minn., 
and Eugene A. Clancey, San Francis 
co, ail labor union officials, besides 
those he previously -had mentioraed, 
as being among the forty-five defend­ 
ant*! who knew he was employed by* 
the iron workers union to blow up 
work under construction by “open 
Bhop” contractors. 
Carrying twelve quarts of nitro­ 
glycerine in the company of Herbert 
rf. H-ockin from a hiding place in an 
old cooper shop at Rochester, Pa., 
McManigal testified he delivered the 
explosive to Smith and Anderson In 
Cleveland to be used by them 
In 
b ow ing up a building at Akron, O., 
July 4, 1910. 
Tile witness said he 
was to have done the 
“ job” /tout 
Smith insisted it had been promised 
to some one else.

■ “They didn’t know how to use the 
alarm clock arrangem ent we had for 
setting off bomlrs,” said McManigal, 
“ so I w'as sent to Chicago to forward 
IOO fMet of fuse by special delivery. 
It arrived in time and the Akron 
job was blown up July 4.” 
At Jersey City, Frank C. Webb, 
of New York, witness said allowed 
him a job that was to lye blown up. 
McManigal said that the night 
of 
July 9 he placed two liomlis In some 
girders on the job. 
Next morning* 
the newspapers published accounts 
of the explosion. 
At Pittsburgh, the 
witness said, he bought 
a 
dozen 
alarm clocks and on July 15 toiew up 
a jol) at McKees Rocks. 
On his return to Indianapolis he 
heard the McNamara brothers talk­ 
ing alKnit jobs on the coast and that 
James B. was to go there. 
On tine 
way to Chicago, 
McManigal 
said, 
James B. McNamara told him he ex­ 
pected to be three months on 
the 
coast and to give special attention 
to Ij08 Angeles. 
July 21 the wit­ 
ness blew up a job at Ornaiha, using 
eight quarts of nitroglycerin 
for 
that purpose. 
A job at 
Superior, 
Wis., was blown up Aug. I. 
In this 
case he used part of 14 quarts 
of 
nitroglycerin given him by J. J. Mc­ 
Namara, the witness said.

McManigal was telling of his start 
for Rochester, Pa., to procure

Attorney Popham

for 
Quitman denounced the note as a 
forgery.

— J. Laurence 
Laughlin, chairm an of the National 
Citizen’s league for the promotion of 
a sound banking eystem today made 
public a letter from Oscar W. Under­ 
wood, Democratic floor leader in the

The letter in part 
follows: 
“ In reference to future 
legisla­ 
tion, I believe that the foremost mat 
ter is an honest downward revision 
of the customs tariff taxes and I be­ 
lieve that this revision should be en 
tered upon at once and nothing al­ 
lowed to interfere with it until it 
finally becomes a law. 
“ A matter that I consider of Im­ 
portance second only to that of tariff 
record is a complete revision of Hie 
banking and currency system of the 
United States. 
“ It is possible that we have not 
progressed far enough at this time 
to arrive at a settlement 
of 
the 
definite details of the measure that 
should be enacted, hut it is certainly 
a matter which the Democrats must 
take up and set tile.” 
The letter concluded 
by 
stating 
that Mr. Underwood favored a special 
session of congress to take up the 
subject of the tariff.

—Theodore 
Roosevelt made a formal statement 
tonight bearing ui>on the election 
and the future of the 
Progressive

Declarations that 
union 
labor 
is 
m aking giant strides 
towards 
its 
ideals and bright predictions for its 
future were contained in the reports 
of the officers of the American 'Fed­ 
eration of Lahor at the opening of 
its thirty-second annual convention 
here today. 
These rejxyts with a 
partial report from the credentials 
committee and the appointment of 
convention committees occupied the 
sessions. 
The attendance was not as 
large as had been expected, only 3<56 
delegates being seated. 
President Gompers twice referred 
to the McNamara case; once in his 
annual report when he reviewed the 
Los Angeles situation and urged a 
movement for the general improve­ 
ment of the conditions of the iron. 
workers and again, indirectly in his 
opening remarks when he protested 
against the holding up of the “dere­ 
licts of unionism as examples of 
what that movement stands for. No 
organization of men, President Gom­ 
pers declared, represent a greater 
power for the advancement of hu­ 
manity along right lines. 
“The forms of labor 
war have 
been constantly refused,” he said, 
“ we workmen 
don’t 
employ 
the 
methods of slaves.” 
Compere’ report was given close 
attention and frequently Interrupted 
by applause. 
This 
was 
especially 
m arked 
when he declared against 
compulsory arbitration laws, and for 
the recall of judges in the states and 
the rc-appointment of federal judges 
every four years. 
“ We have had enough government 
by dead men, dead issues, dead prin­ 
ciples and ironclad restrictions,” hr 
said. 
“ We must have restored to the 
people the unrestricted 
power 
of 
changing their statutory or organic 
laws whenever they find the occa­ 
sion and necessity warrants.” i 
The Growth of Hie Year. 
The report of President 
Samuel 
Cam pers 
was 
a 
thorough 
and 
voluminous review of the work of 
the organization for the past, year, 
particularly with regard to legisla­ 
tion endorsed and supported by the 
federation. Discussing the growth of 
the federation, Mr. Gompers’ report 
set forth that during the year end 
Big September 20, 1912, 260 charter* 
were issued to labor organizations af­ 
filiating with the federation. 
“ The average membership report 
cd, and upon whom per capita tax 
was paid by the affiliated orgauiza 
tions to the American Federation of 
I*abor during the past year, 
the report, “ was 1,770,145, an in­ 
crease over the number reported for 
1911 which wa* 1,761.835. On Sept. 
30, 1912, the membership of the af­ 
filiated organizations 
was 
1,841, 
268." 
President Compert* reported 
pro­ 
gress in the organization of the In­ 
ternational labor movement in Cana 
da, and in Porto Rico. 
In Canada he 
reported a total membership of from 
60.POO to 70,'OOO in the Trade* ated 
Labor Congress, and in Porto Rico 
lie declared 160 union* had been or 
gauized with 9,000 members. 
Im­ 
proved working conditions were re­ 
ported in both Canada 
and 
Porto 
Rico. 
Th© Los Angeles Strike. 
President Gompers’ report inelud 
©d th© statements from the building 
trades, metal trades, mining, 
rail­ 
road 
employes, 
and 
union 
label 
trades departments, 
showing 
Hie 
progress made by each departm ent of 
the federation during the year. 
In 
the report was included a statement 
by Albert J. Berros, secretary-treas- 
u re r of the metal trades department 
in which he said: 
“The Los Angeles strike continued 
for a period covering 
more 
than 
twenty-one months. Ai the beginning 
of tho fight organization among tin 
workers o f that city w h s In a deplor­ 
able condition. 
Pf is generally con­ 
ceded by those who were 
on 
tin 
ground that our fight for the short­ 
er workday would have been won, 
had it not been Tor the 
deplorable 
calamity 
in 
connection 
with 
tin 
destruction of the I Ain Angeles Time* 
building. Even with

handicap, 
after the public declaration of labor’s 
position and attitude toward the al­ 
leged crime, there was still a charnu 
of winning, up to the time when the 
guilt of th© McNamaras was estab­ 
lished by their confession.
